try. One morning we motored along 
this highway between green fields 
of potatoes and oats and waving 
crops of rye ripened fer the har- 

vest. 

In many fields the 
peasants, men and women, were cut- 
ting this rye with sickles, the same 
primitive method used by the har- 
vesters of this and other lands for 
many centuries. In front of one 
peasant cottage the rye had been 
brought to the hérd earthern thresh- 
ing floor, where the peasant, with | 
long black hair and beard, in his 
dress of wide trousers, smock and 
leathern belt, was threshing the, 
wheat with the flail as was done in 
the old Bible days. The saving of 
labor, if all of the peasants in Rus- 
could have the use of modern 
farm machinery, would be enormous. 
Millions would be released from |

carried on. 
Industrics Denationalized. 

The first industry which we vis- 
ited in Podolsk was located in the 
plant where once had been a sewing 
machine company. This industry 
employs 1500 men and women and 
here are made locomotive tfepair 
parts and the tools for the repair 
of locomotives, all under the direc- 
tion of skilled engineers and the 
trade union and soviet shop fore- 
men. The industry is nationalized

It is 
the plan of the Russian factories to 
give the workers one good hot meal 
in the middie of the day. a wise and 
economiéal plan, particularly at this 
time, when the factory worker is apt 
to be short of food. For this reason 
a,huge dining room, with plain board 
tables scrubbed white, is an impor- 
tant part fo evefy factory. This room 
not only serves the purpose as 4a 
place to eat, but it has, like the shop 
assembly room where meetings are 
held, become a social institution 

Making Optical Instruments. 

The small factery for the manufac- 
ture of optical instruments, which 
we next visited, was a revelation to

MORE THAN THE TRAFFIC CAN BEAR. 

The cost of war is presented in easily understood 
figures by David F. Houston in the current number 
of the World’s Work. During the years 1917-20, in- 
clusive, the United States expended $41,000,000,000, or 
fourteen billions more than all its expenditures in the 
°7 preceding years of its existence. 

This can readily be explained by the schoo! of poli- 
tics that charges everything to the “incompetence and 
extravagance of the Wilson administration.” But 
that stereotyped cackle’ suddenly ceases when it is 
shown that during the.Civil War years from 1862 to 
1866 our expenditures were $4,200,000,000, or more 
than twice as much as the Government had expended 


$151.000,000 as compared with our total expenditures 
of $174,000,000 in the 22 previous years of our na- 
tional life 

Besides those ruinous financial figures we must 
keep in mind the far ghastlier bill, namely, that 
more men were killed in the world war than had 
fallen on all the battlefields of Europe in the hundred 
vears from 1814 to 1914. 

Some 50 nations are keeping those dreadful figures 
and facts in mind. They are now meeting at Geneva, 
in a parliament known as the Assembly of the League 
of Nations. .In his opening speech to the assembly 
Dr. Wellington Koo, Chinese Ambassador to En- 
gland, declared that the League of Nations would 
continue to work for disarmament, notwithstanding 
the conference to be held at Washington. 

Our refusal to join the League estops us from par- 
ticipation In the effort at Geneva, and, in all decency, 
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precludes us from criticising what may or may not be 
done there. But the American people can powerfully 
assist the Washington conference, and the figures 


prepared by Mr. Houston, we submit, require us, as 
a matter of self-preservation. to do so.

Is 
there anything preposterous in the idea that 
they may wish to help us at a time when we are 
disposed to question our own wisdom? I don't 
think so. Certainly, could we know of people 
on other pianets wrestling with some riddle 
which we had solved we would be disposed to 
give them the answer. 

“Marconi thinks he could not have been mis- 
taken about mysterious signaling which 
seemed to come from another planet. It is 
grotesque—but what is really more grotesque 
than wireless communication itself, rated the 
greatest of all scientific achievements? 

“Mars may be a real best mind. If so. Mr. 
Harding ought to hear from there before the 
disarmament conference is held. If he doesn’t. 
Iam afraid the thing is going to go rather bad- 
lr.” Mr. Antwine said.
